liminary report of the Board of Com- 
missioners of Public Charities Tv'ill be 
presented tonight to the Legislature.

The Cottage State Hospital of Con- 


ncllsvllle has asiked for an appropria- 
tion o£ ?21,250 for the next two years. 
Of this amount $20,000 is for mainte- 
nance, $250 for insurance and $1,000 
for painting- the new roof. 
The re- 


commendation of the board is as fol- 
lows: 


"This application, or so much there- 


of as may be necessary, approved as 
follows: Maintenance, $20,000; paint- 
ing1 new roof, $500, 
Total for two 


years, $20,500. 


The recommendation of the State 


Board of Charities for the neit two 
years would brinj? down the appropri- 
ation o£ tho Cottage State hospital. 
Last year and the year before the in- 
stitution received from the State $10,- 
000 for maintenance and $1,000 foi 
building's, or a total of $22,000 for the 
two years, just 51,500 less than the 
present recommendation of the Board 
of Charities.
